Put  1  pint  of  water.  1  oz.  of  Lar^y  Clmrlotte  Gelatine,  and 
the  rind  of  one  lemon  into  a  saucopan,  and  simmer  gent  r 
until  the  gelatine  is  dissolved  Straininto  *  basin  stirin 
4  eggs,  well  beaten,  the  strained  juice  of  a  lemon  and  1  pint 
of  wine ;  sweeten  to  taste  ;  mix  all  together,  PO^r  mto  a 
jug.  set  the  jug  in  a  saucepan  of  boihng  water  over  he  fire 
keep  stirring  it  one  way  until  it  thickens,  but  don  t  let  it 
boil  Strain  into  an  oiled  or  wet  mould,  set  m  a  cool  place. 
A  little  brandy  will  improve  the  flavor. 

Blanc  Mange. 
Take  i  lb.  sugar,  1  qt.  milk,  U  oz  (U  qt.  pkt.)  of  Lady 
Charlotte  Gelatine,  the  rind  of  half  a  lemon  4  laure  leaves  , 
put  all  into  a  lined  saucepan,  simmer  gently  until  the  gela- 
tine is  dissolved,  taste  occasionally  to  see  when  sufficiently 
flavoured  with  laurel,  then  take  out  leaves  and  stir  the 
mixture  over  the  fire  for  about  10  minutes  ;  strain  through  a 
fine  sieve  into  a  jug,  and  when  nearly  cold  pour  into  a  well- 
oiled  mould,  leaving  out  the  sediment.  Turn  out  on  a  dish, 
and  garnish  with  preserves  or  a  compote  of  fruit. 

Rom  Cream- 

i  oz.  Lady  Charlotte  Gelatine,  ^  pint  cream,  2  oz  sugar, 
3  eggs,  one  bay  leaf,  small  wineglass  of  rum,  syrup  of  capil- 
laire  Boil  the  cream,  sugar  and  bay  leaf ;  pour  this  on  the 
yolks  of  3  well-beaten  eggs,  and  stir  over  slow  fire  until 
thick.  Remove  the  bay-leaf.  let  custard  stand,  stimng  until 
nearly  cold.  Dissolve  the  gelatine  by  boiling,  previously 
soaked  in  cold  water  for  f)  or  6  houis,  then  let  stand  unti 
cool.  When  gelatine  and  custard  are  cool,  stir^them  weU 
together,  add  rum,  put  the  cream  into  a  mould,  lot  stand  ^^ 
hours,  then  turn  out,  serve  with  syrup

Cut  4  sponge  cakes  into  thin  slices,  place  two  together 
with  preserves  between  them,  and  pour  a  little  sherry  over 
them.  Sweeten  |-pint  of  cream  with  juice  of  i  lemon  ;  add 
1  oz  of  Lady  Charlotte  Gelatine,  which  should  be  dissolved 
in  a  little  water ;  beat  up  the  cream  well ;  place  a  little  in  an 
oiled  mould,  arrange  the  pieces  of  cake  in  the  cream,  then 
fill  up  with  remainder,  when  cool  turn  out  on  a  dish. 

Chocolate  Creftm. 

Soak  one  quart  package  of  Lddy  Charlotte  gelatine  in  cold 
watev  sufficient  to  cover  it,  one  hour  ;  one  quart  milk  boiled  ; 
scrape  2  o/.  French  CV.ocolate,  mix  with  8  8poo>  f'ds  white 
sugar,  moisten  this  with  3  spoonfuls  boiling  milk,  then  stir 
in  the  gelatine  and  the  yolks  of  ten  eggs,  well  beaten,  stir  3 
minutes  briskly,  take  off,  strain  and  add  2  teaspoonfuls  of 
Silverman's  Essence  of  Vanilla.  Pour  into  moulds  to  cool ; 
serve  with  sugar  and  cream. 

Snow  Padding- 
Half  of  a  quart  packet  of  Lady  Charlotte  Gelatine,  soak 
ten  minutes  in  cold  water  ;  put  on  stove  and  stir  until  it  is 
dissolved  ;  L  t  it  cool,  then  beat  to  a  froth  ;  one  cup  of  sugar, 
flavor  with  Silverman's  Extract  of  Lemon ;  mix  all  together 
and  put  in  small  cups,  first  wet  in  water.  Set  away  to  cool 
and  harden ;  make  a  soft  custard  of  the  yolks,  pour  over  the 
pudding  when  cold,  and  it  is  ready  for  the  table. 

Spanish  Cream- 
Boil  one  quart  packet  of  Lady  Charlotte  Gelatine  in  one 
pint  of  new  milk  until  dissolved  ;  add  4  eggs  well  beaten, 
and  ^  lb.  of  sugar;  stir  it  over  the  fire  until  the  eggs 
thicken ;  take  it  off  the  fire  and  add  a  full  wineglass  of  beach 
water,  when  cool  pour  into  moulds ;  serve  with  cream.

Lemon  Cream

makes  a  very  nice  cake  for  the  basket : — Take  one  cup  of 
butter,  one  cup  and  a  half  of  sugar,  three  eggs,  half  a  cup  of
